The railroads hold n special place in the imagi- 
nation of the American people. The whole history of 
this continent is bound up in the steel rails that span 
It in all directions.

our own great needs and to supply requirements of 
other countries. But demand has outrun all expecta- 
tions. Lost year, for instance, though the Industry did 
a remarlcably fine job in increasing production, our 
consumption was just about equal to the supply. In 
the future, it is probable that we will Import a part of 
our own oil. And Europe will not be able to depend 
upon this hemisphere for its oil. 

That is why a number of American oil com- 
panies have pioneered In Arabia, The results so far 
have been spcctaculor. Although the development is 
still in an early stage, it has been found that the Mid- 
dle East's recoverable reserves are lorger than those 
of the Western hemisphere. By 1951, It is expected 
that the region will produce 1,620,000 barrels of oil 
a day. The job Is an enormous one — the gap between 
crude oil in the ground and finished oil products in 
the hands of users can be bridged only by wells, tanks, 
pipelines, refineries and ships. But the outlook is 
that it will be finished on schedule, unless unavoid- 
able delays arc caused by material shortages. Once 
again, Americans arc captaining a great Industrial 
team whose work will be of lasting benefit to the 
entire world.
